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Continuation of 11 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed June 1 7, 2005 have 
been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

In re claims 1, 8, and 15, Applicant alleges that neither "Kolbet nor Fukunaga teach or suggest indicating a data transfer rate of a USB 
signal to a user". Examiner disagrees, as one cannot show nonobviousness by attacking references individually where the rejections are 
based on combinations of references. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Merck & Co., 800 F.2d 1091, 
231 USPQ 375 (Fed. Cir. 1986). Examiner submits that Kolbet and Fukunaga do disclose "indicating a data transfer rate of a USB signal 
to a user" as demonstrated in the outstanding Office Action. Applicant alleges that "neither Kolbet, Fukunaga, nor the knowledge 
generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art provide a suggestion or motivation to modify the teachings of Kolbet or Fukunaga or 
to combine the teachings of Kolbet or Fukunaga to arrive at the present invention as claimed". Examiner disagrees and submits that the 
motivation to output an operating status [to know what's going on] is knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art. 
Applicant alleges that "the cited combination of these references is also improper" Examiner disagrees and submits that both references 
are directed towards the particular problem associated with signal transmission [Kolbet: col.1, 11.4-61; Fukunaga: col.1, II. 6-8] and 
therefore, proper for combination. 
All other claims were not argued separately.. 
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
